THE  COVER 
Framed  in  budding  leaves  of  early  spring  stands  Governor 
Dummer's  historic  Mansion   House,  built  for  Lieutenant   Gov- 
ernor William    Dummer   and   his    bride   about    1720  and   now 
used  as  the  Headmaster's  home. 

In  the  left  foreground  the  ancient  milestone  bears  the  date 
1708  and  shows  the  distance  to  Boston  and  to  Newburyport 
via  the  old  post  road. 

The  senior  procession  around  the  Milestone  is  the  final 
feature  of  the  Commencement  exercises  annually  held  on  the 
lawn  behind  the  evergreens  at  the  right.

HEADMASTER  AND  FACULTY 

VISIT  ALUMNI  AT  COLLEGES 


Eighteen  states  and  five  foreign  countries 
were  represented  at  Governor  Dummer  for 
the  1954-55  school  year.  There  were  one 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  boarders  and  twen- 
ty-seven day  students,  making  a  total  of  two 
hundred  and  fourteen  boys.  Every  available 
room  was  filled,  and,  in  addition,  one  boy  had 
to  be  assigned  a  temporary  room  in  the  Dun- 
can Infirmary. 

Students  outside  of  Massachusetts  came 
from  the  following  states:  California  1,  Con- 
necticut 7.  Delaware  2,  Iowa  1,  Illinois  4, 
Maine  15,  Michigan  4,  Nebraska  1,  New 
Hampshire  5,  New  Jersey  7,  New  York  25, 
Ohio  1,  Oregon  1,  Pennsylvania  3,  Rhode 
Island  1,  Texas  1,  and  Vermont  1. 

Foreign  students  came  from  Bermuda  1, 
Canada  2,  and  England  1.  In  addition,  Bolivia 
and  Brazil  were  represented  by  American 
boys  whose  parents  are  now  resident  in  those 
countries.

AMHERST  AWARDS  HONORARY 

DEGREE  TO  HEADMASTER 


At  the  134lh  Commencement  exercises  on 
June  12  Amherst  College  awarded  the  hon- 
orary Degree  of  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters 
to  Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames.  In  award- 
ing the  degree,  President  Charles  W.  Cole 
of  Amherst  said: 

"Edward  Williams  Eames,  graduate  of 
the  class  of  1922,  and  Trustee  of  this 
College  from  1915  to  1951,  you  took 
your  Masters  Degree  at  Harvard.  For 
some  years  you  taught  History  and  Eng- 
lish at  Deerfield  Academy.  In  1930  you 
were  called  to  be  Headmaster  of  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  Academy,  the  oldest 
boarding  school  in  this  country,  which 
was  established  in  1763,  the  year  that 
saw  the  end  of  the  French  and  Indian 
War,    and    from    which   were    graduated

MOST  GRADUATES  ENTER 

LEADING  EASTERN  COLLEGES 


Over  Half  of  $650,000  Needed 

Already  Raised   by   Trustees 


At  the  annual  Commencement  Dinner  on 
Friday  evening,  Mr.  Philip  M.  Morgan  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  electrified  the  six  hun- 
dred guests  with  the  announcement  that  the 
Trustees  were  launching  a  campaign  for 
$650,000  to  construct  and  equip  a  new  science 
and  library  building,  and  that  over  half  that 
sum  had  already  been  raised  by  the  Trustees. 

The  new  building  will  occupy  a  central 
location  on  the  campus  and  will  contain  a 
large  library,  laboratories  and  lecture  rooms 
for  Physics,  Chemistry,  and  Biology,  plus 
six  additional  classrooms.  It  will  resemble 
the  present  Phillips  Building  in  architectural 
style. 

Plans  for  the  building  are  already  well 
under  way.  They  are  being  drawn  by  Mr. 
Walter  S.  Brodie  of  the  firm  of  Kilham, 
Hopkins,  Greeley  &  Brodie.  which  also  de- 
signed the  two  portions  of  the  Phillips 
Building  in  1936  and  1941,  Ingham  House 
in  1946,  and  the  Alumni  Gymnasium  in  1950. 


BASIC  SKILLS  STRESSED 

IN  NEW  ENGLISH  COURSES 


Believing  that  many  entering  students  need 
much  more  training  in  spelling,  grammar,  and 
composition  than  can  be  packed  into  one 
course  commonly  offered  in  each  year  of 
preparatory  school,  and  also  that  increased 
speed  and  comprehension  in  reading  are 
desirable,  Governor  Dummer  last  September 
inaugurated  a  new  program  which  gives  most 
of  the  freshmen  two  full  courses  in  English 
and  each  sophomore  one  and  one-half  courses. 

The  new  additional  freshman  course  is 
called  Language  Study.  It  is  a  full  college 
credit  course  taught  by  Mr.  Mercer  and  Mr. 
Coolidge.  It  uses  the  dictionary  as  its  main 
text  and  aims  to  improve  the  freshman's 
spelling,  writing,  and  reading,  as  well  as  his 
vocabulary. 

The  new  additional  sophomore  course  is 
called  Vocabulary  Building.  It  is  a  half-credit 
course  differing  from  the  freshman  course 
chiefly  in  that  it  requires  outside  homework 
only  on  weekends. 


Harvard,  Amherst,   and  Dartmouth 
Are    Most   Popular    Choice's 

Year  after  year  the  great  majority  of  the 
graduating  class  at  Governor  Dummer  secure 
admission  to  college  for  the  following  Septem- 
ber. In  two  recent  years  100%  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  have  entered  college;  for  the  past 
five  years  96.94%  of  the  326  graduates  have 
secured    college    admission. 

However,  the  quality  of  scholastic  work 
performed  by  a  school  is  shown  not  only  by 
the  proportion  of  her  students  who  secure 
admission  to  college,  but  fully  as  much  by 
the  type  of  college  most  of  her  graduates 
enter. 

The  school  is,  therefore,  proud  of  the  fol- 
lowing study,  which  shows  which  colleges 
the  largest  number  of  Governor  Dummer 
graduates  have  entered  during  the  past  nine 
years,  that  is,  since  the  end  of  the  war  per- 
mitted free  choice  of  colleges.  The  study  also 
shows  that  the  Academy  does  not  prepare 
exclusively  for  two  or  three  colleges.  Instead, 
the  school's  graduates  are  widely  distributed. 
The  list  below  includes  all  colleges  to  which 
ten  or  more  Governor  Dummer  graduates 
have  gained  admission  in  the  last  nine  years, 
and  the  number  of  boys  admitted  to  each:

You  have  now  completed  a  quarter  of 
a  century  in  this  office.  In  that  period, 
under  your  inspiration  and  guidance,  the 


School     has      grown     mightily     without 
losing  its  simplicity.  It  has  built  for  the 
future,  yet  remained  ever  mindful  of  its 
past.  From  you,  its  students  have  gained 
an   understanding   of  the   power   of   lan- 
guage,   the   significance    of    history,   the 
effectiveness  of  hard  work  and  the   dig- 
nity of  learning.  The  Academy  of  today, 
with  its  renewed  vitality,   its  wide   rep- 
utation   and    its    high    standards,     is    a 
monument  to   your   insight  into  the   ed- 
ucational   process    and     your    profound 
and  sympathetic  understanding  of  boys. 
"By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in 
me  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Amherst 
College,  I   confer   upon   you  the  Degree 
of  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters." 
Amherst  is  the  second  college  to  recognize 
Mr.  Eames'  achievement  in  the  field  of  edu- 
cation, Bowdoin  College  having  conferred  on 
him  a  similar  degree  in  1944.

AT  ANNUAL  PREPARATORY 

SCHOOL  MUSIC  FESTIVAL 


On  Sunday  afternoon,  April  17,  the  tenth 
annual  Preparatory  School  Music  Festival 
attracted  an  audience  of  about  2,000  at  Sym- 
phony Hall,  Boston.  The  major  work  of  the 
concert  was  the  famous  masterpiece,  Requiem, 
by  Gabriel  Faure.  Guest  soloists  were  Jane 
Schleicher,  a  soprano,  and  baritone  Martial 
Singher. 

The  concert  began  with  the  Old  Hundred 
by  Ralph  Vaughan-Williams,  and  this  was 
followed  by  Bach's  Lord  All  My  Heart  Is 
Fixed  on  Thee,  Faure's  Requiem,  Psalm  24 
by  Boulanger,  Randall  Thompson's  Alleluia, 
and  Hoist's  Psalm  148.  Vivaldi's  Concerto 
Grosso,  A  Minor  was  played  by  forty-five 
members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra, 
who  furnished  the  instrumental  part  of  the 
program. 

The  concert  was  not  entirely  work  for  some 
of  the  participating  students.  They  gave  a 
half-hour  performance  on   the  WBZ-TV  pro- 


gram, "This  Believing  World",  Sunday  morn- 
ing which  was  attended  by  a  capacity  studio 
audience  and  which  provided  the  participants 
with  an  enjoyable  new  experience. 


TWO  GLEE  CLUBS  PERMIT 

WIDE  PARTICIPATION 


For  the  past  two  years  Governor  Dummer 
has  had  two  independent  glee  clubs  with 
different  directors  and  separate  concert  sched- 
ules. For  many  years  the  older  club,  directed 
by  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager,  has  attracted  many 
more  candidates  than  could  be  accepted  and 
many  of  the  younger  students  were  forced 
to  wait  until  their  junior  or  senior  year  to 
gain  membership. 

Two  years  ago  a  Junior  Club  directed  by 
Mr.  Albert  L.  Kerr  was  organized  to  accom- 
modate more  of  the  applicants.  This  year  the 
membership  in  the  Junior  Club  had  grown  to 
fifty-eight.  With  the  sixty-eight  in  the  older 
club,  that  made  a  total  of  126  boys  who  were 
participating  in  choral  singing  throughout 
the   year. 
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EDITORIAL 

Any  institution,  said  Emerson,  is  the  length- 
ening shadow  of  a  man.  This  school,  original- 
ly the  shadow  of  Lieutenant  Governor  William 
Dummer  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony, 
has  come,  in  the  last  three  decades,  to  reflect 
also  the  personality  of  Mr.  James  Duncan 
Phillips,  Trustee  since  1924  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  on  October  19  President  of  the 
Board. 

Over  the  years  Mr.  Phillips  has  contributed 
generously  to  the  Academy  of  his  time,  ener- 
gy, and  money.  He  helped  to  select  the  present 
Headmaster;  one  of  the  school's  finest  build- 
ings is  named  for  him;  he  has  been  a  moving 
spirit  in  the  Cum  Laude  Society;  and  in  every 
other  way  he  has  stood  for  high  standards 
and  high   ideals. 

Governor  Dummer  is  fortunate  to  have  had 
such  a  friend,  and  the  nation  is  fortunate  that 
it  has  many  such  schools  with  many  such 
friends  able  and  willing  to  support  schools 
too  proud  to  be  content  with  mediocrity. 

Perhaps  therein  lies  one  answer  to  the 
communist  threat.  Mr.  Phillips  and  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  are  both  products  of  a 
capitalistic  system;  and  we  have  no  reason 
to  believe  that  communism  has  yet  produced 
anything  like  them  or  even  approximately 
equal  to  them.

Aided  by  excellent  stream  conditions, 
G.D.A.  anglers  have  found  local  streams  pro- 
ductive this  spring.  Though  the  quantity  of 
the  catches  has  not  equalled  last  season's, 
the  quality  has.  Fish  have  been  fewer,  but 
much  larger.  Last  year  only  one  trout  meas- 
ured 12";  this  year  five  trout  have  already 
been  taken   over   12". 

Encouraged  by  the  larger  fish  and  the  in- 
creased local  stocking,  fishing  interest  has 
been  high.  Reflecting  this  increased  interest 
was  the  large  number  of  boys  who  chipped  in 
to  help  Mr.  Dunning  stock  the  small  pond 
behind  Ambrose  House.  Some  forty  10" 
rainbows  were  brought  from  a  Plymouth 
hatchery  and  stocked  early  in  the  spring. 
After  an  anxious  week,  Mr.  Dunning  reported 
the  fish  were  well  adapted  and  rising  for  flies. 
Those  who  helped  stock  were  able  to  catch 
and  release  the  fish,  using  barbless  hooks. 
This  was  excellent  sport  as  well  as  good  prac- 
tice for  G.D.A.'s  fishermen.  Later  in  the  sea- 
son the  pond  was  fished  out  to  provide  the 
materials  for  a  fish-fry.
